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Tacoma, Washington Statehood First Day Cover

This cover shows why it is important to carefully examine postal history covers, and how a bit of knowledge can lead 
to surprising discoveries. | recently purchased this cover on eBay. | don’t collect Tacoma, and am more interested in 
Spokane and Eastern Washington. | liked that it was sent to Spokane Falls—the name of the city until changed to 
Spokane on April 24, 1891, and | liked the purple “Return to Writer” hand stamps. 


It took a second look before | noticed that the Tacoma cancel is dated November 11, 1889, the day that Washington 
became a state. The back of the cover (Figure 2) is also interesting, with an illegible Tacoma cancel and a Spokane 
Falls “REC’D” cancel from November 12, the day after statehood. 


The path to Washington statehood began on February 22, 1889, when the US Congress passed an act that enabled the 
territories of Washington, North Dakota, South Dakota, and Montana to seek statehood. One of the requirements for 
statehood was that a state constitution be created and approved by voters. A constitutional convention met in Olym- 
pia, the capital of Washington Territory, during the summer of 1889. This was followed on October 1 by a vote of 
40,152 to 11,879 to approve the new state Constitution. Statehood became official on November 11, when President 
Benjamin Harrison signed a bill that admitted Washington to the Union as the 42" state. (North Dakota and South 
Dakota became the 39" and 40" states on November 2, followed by Montana as the 41" state on November 8.) 


November 11 was a weekday, a Monday, so probably a lot of mail was cancelled throughout Washington on that first 
day of statehood. Despite that, | suspect that surviving Washington statehood covers are uncommon, though other 
examples probably exist. Does anyone know of any November 11 cancels from other Washington towns and cities? 
The closest that | have for Spokane Falls is a November 12 cancel on a postcard sent to the General Land Agent of the 
Northern Pacific Railway in Tacoma.
